Blend, He Says, of Duty For Revenue 


and Free Trade Measure. With Many 


of the Rates Too High. 


W H Y MR. T A F T

“ I have no sufficient data upon 
which I can judge how Schedule 
K ought to he amended or how 
its rates ought to he reduced in 
order to furnish tile proper meas­ 
ure of protec tion and no more. 
"One pledged to a moderate 
protection policy may well hesi­ 
tate before giving approval with­ 
out full Information to legisla­ 
tion w hich makes a more radical 
reduction in tile protection act­ 
ually afforded to manufacturers 
of wool than did tile Wilson act. 
“There is widespread belief that 
many rates iii Schedule K are 
too high and In excess of any 
needed protection for Die wool 
grower or manufacturer. 
"If there ever was a schedule 
that 
needed consideration and 
elaborate explanation by experts 
before 
its 
amendment 
it 
is 
Schedule* K." 


Washington, Aug 
is. — President 
Taft carried out his threat to veto the 
wool tariff bill. 
In a special message 
to the house of 
representatives he 
charac terized the measure as a blend 
ot an avowed tariff for revenue and 
intl protec Don measure w ith a pro­ 
fessed protection bill. 
In explanation of his course Presi­ 
dent Taft said that tin* bill was not 
in harmony with the 
platform 
on 
w hich he was e lected Furthermore, ho 
declared that the American people are 
"deeply impressed with Hie convic­ 
tion" that the interest of the consum­ 
ing public <an lie* properly guarded 
only by revising the tariff one sched­ 
ule at a time and then upon "accurate 
and 
scientifically acquired informa­ 
tion.” 
That there is a widespread belief 
that many of tile rates in the wool 
schedule are too high and in excess 
of an' needed protection for the wool 
grower and manufacturer is admitted 
by President 
Taft. and he says he 
shares this belief. Asserting that De­ 
cember was tile time fixed by both the 
Republican and Democratic parties In 
the last congress for the submission 
of adequate information upon Sched­ 
ule K with a view to Its amendment, 
the president says there is no public 
exigency "requiring revision in August 
without adequate information" 
Alter promising that the tariff board 
will lie ready to report in DecernImr, 
Die president argues that failure of 
the present bill should not be regard­ 
ed, therefore, as taking awa.' the only 
chance for reduction by this congress. 
The message will lie accepted as an 
indication that no tariff bill prepared 
in advance of a report of the tariff 
board upon schedule- a cited will be 
signed by the president. 
Ile sets forth that he was elected 
to tile presidency on a platform call­ 
ing for a protective tariff equalizing 
the cost of labor in the United States 
with cheaper labor abroad and pro­ 
viding for a reasonable profit for the 
American manufacturers and produc­ 
ers besides. 
lie reiterates bis belief in such . 
protective tariff and sets forth that It 
only can lie accomplished by having 
at hand tin- exal t information result­ 
ing from investigations of experts-— 
that is by the tariff board. 
of all the tariff schedules, he de­ 
clares. the wind and woolen schedule 
Is the most complicated and therefore 
the exaM information to be adduced 
by the tariff board Is most necessary. 
Mr. T au pays his respects to the 
dealings of the protective insurgents 
and tariff for revenue Democrats which 
resulted in the compromise measure 
sent to him.

Under tile terms ol the new meas­ 
ure the people of Arizona are required 
as a condition precedent to admission 
to agr*-** bv vole to the elimination of 
tile recall provision in so far as it per­ 
tains to judges of the courts, while in 
the case of New Mexico the original 
Flood provision rendering tile consti­ 
tution easier of amendment was ac­ 
cepted in practically al! its details.

18 — James Henry 
Thomas, secretary of Die Western Dis­ 
trict of Amalgamated Society of Rail­ 
way Servants, stated that there would 
be no trine between the unions and 
the railway managers, despite the ef­ 
forts of Chancellor Lloyd George, and 
that the strike would go on.

"We have unanimously come to the 
conclusion,” they told Sydney Buxton, 
president of Die board of trade, "that 
the only way that will now be an ef- 
furtive road to peace D that the com­ 
panies consent to meet us.” 
It was at this point that Premier 
Asquith Intervened and offered to ap­ 
point Immediately a royal commission, 
which should investigate and report 
what amendments, if any, were desir 
able for the conciliation plan.

O the oinu on the ground flying 
In au aeroplane looks like the 
smoothest sailing in the world. 
Under 
ordinarily 
favorable 
weather conditions the air craft seems 
to skim along on a perfectly even keel 
and without the slightest deviation 
from a straight line. aud that is 
biy one reason why the average man 
thinks that the life of the aviator 
m ust be one constant succession of 
pleasant and exhilarating experiences. 
Air conditions 500 feet 
from the 
earth are vastly different from those 
6,000 feet up. The lower layers of the 
atmosphere are enticingly smooth and 
easy to sail upon aud offer none of 
the unpleasant surprises which we get 
as we go higher and higher. 
There Is 
nothing iii I lie first rsio or 1.000 feet 
to look out for except the vagaries of 
the wind, and these 'nu usually lie 
pretty well forecast from the indies 
tions on the ground before starting 
aud from the conditions met in the 
first few minutes of flight.

P u re Food Expert Makes S en satio n al 


C h a rg e s at Hearing Before Nous# 


Committee. 


Washington, Aug 
18.—Dr. H. W. 
W iley, the pure food expert, added an­ 
other sensation to the house inquiry s 
Iuto agricultural department affaira. 
He declared that a ruling, adverse to 
the so-* ailed “corn syrup” manufact- 
uriug interests, promulgated by the 
bureau ut chemistry, the food aud 
drug inspection board aud Secretary 
Wilson, had suddenly been changed 
into a favorable opinion. 
This 
change sa* made, he said, 
without the opinion 
being 
referred 
again to him or to his associate*. 
Dr. Wiley charged that the manu­ 
facturers of this product hail offered 
money to prominent commercial chem ­ 
ists to obtain 
opinions 
supporting 
their 
contention 
that "corn syrup” 
was a proper name for glucose. The in- * 
Bpection board, endorsing his bureau, 
found that "corn syrup" was an illegal 
label on glucose. 
“All the hoard joined in the decis­ 
ion,” he said, “and the decision was 
, approved by the secretary. This decis- 
ion was sent to the printing office, 
was set up and proofs taken, hut it 
was never sent out. 
"loiter an exactly contrary decision 
was published by the three members 
of the cabinet vested with the juris­ 
diction In such matters, as a pure food 
decision under the toed and drugs act. 
"In the intel val between tho prepa 
ration of our decision and the publica­ 
tion of the ruling by the three secre­ 
taries I know that the Corn Products 
company was very busy. 
“They tried to get certificates from 
chem ists, one of whom later became a 
member of 
the pure food 
referee 
board, to show that ‘corn syrup’ was a 
proper term for glucose. 
In one ease 
a chem ist Informed me that he had 
been offered money for such an opin­ 
ion, hut he refused it. 
"When I leraned this, I wrote to all 
the state chem ists in the country who 
are charge*! with enforcing pure food 
laws, and put it up to them, to say 
whether this was a proper label. 
"Every one answered in the nega­ 
tive, and they were not offered any 
money by me or any one." 
Dr. Wiley said the president of the
